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STATEMENT OF SUBSTANCE OF THE INTERVIEW 

Sir: 

Applicant wishes to thank the Examiner for the courtesy extended toward their 
representative during the telephone interviews conducted on December 13, 2005. 

In the interview, the Anderson, et al. and Nakava. et al. references were discussed with 
respect to the feature that when the power supply capacity becomes smaller than a predetermined 
capacity, electric power to be supplied to the display is reduced and the separate display unit is 
used to indicate the state of the executed process. The Examiner agreed that power usage of 
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Anderson, et al/s input/output device LCD is eliminated just prior to a power shut down 
sequence at the lowest power state but took the position that Anderson et al. teaches multiple 
power states and that the Anderson, et al. input/output device LCD operates to indicate operation 
status during the other reduced level power states. The Examiner noted that the Anderson, et al. 
reference would be overcome, if the claims were amended so that the separate display unit is 
tumed on only at a time when the power level is below the threshold.
